It is helieved that the 
reuse of stamps is the main 
those who wish to defraud 
the Government of its taxes on malt liquors 
and it therefore becomes a matter of great 
1portance to adopt such means and methods 
for securing the stamps upon the packages as 
will prevent their re-use. This subject I com- 
mend to your earnest consideration, and I 
will be glad to receive and consider officially 
any suggestions you may have to make in re- 
gard to it. 

While American manufacturers in gen- 
eral have been successful in - introduc- 
ing their manufactures in foreign countries. 
the brewers of the United States, unwilling 
to be left behind in this regard. have pushed 
their business with such energy that Ameri- 
can malt liquors are now successfully ex- 
ported to England, Europe, Asia, 
Africa, Australia,and to the islands of the seas, 
and the people of Germany have opened their 
eyes to behold that American genius has gone 
so faras to even improve upon the national 
drink of the Fatherland. 

Mr. President and gentlemen, I thank you 
for your attention. I trust that you will en- 
joy the further proceedings and festivities of 
your meeting, and, when you shall have 
adjourned, that you will have a safe return to 
your homes and families.

secretary. The ‘*barley corner,’’ in close 
contiguity to the Secretary’s oflice,apparently 
was the center of attraction, as the brewers in 
a body, as if with one accord, marehed thither. 
After remaining in the ‘‘barley ecorner’’ some 
moments, the visitors bruke up into groups, 
walked about and chatted with the merchants, 
and there was a general handshaking and in- 
troducing.

A VERY sensible recommendation is made 
by the Board of Public Improvements, that 
before the water and sewer connections are 
put into private residences the plans should 
be approved by the Board. Some such su- 
pervision is indispensable, and for lack of 
it St. Louis suffers from bad plumbing 
work to an incredible degree. The aver- 
age house-owner knows very little about 
plumbing or drainage, and, even if he were 
able to judge, the work is put under ground 
and covered up before he can see the de- 
fective pipes, leaky joints, improper con- 
nections and insufficient openings. If the 
board could get a competent inspector who 
was bribe-proof, and who could be guaran- 
teed not to “‘stand in’ with the plumber s, it 
would save millions to the city.

A TALE OF TWO PARTIES. 

This morning’s cable reports that Bis- 
marck has decided upon ‘‘sexennial’’ Par- 
liaments. 

Strange but significant term! ‘‘Sexen- 
nial’? Parliaments mean no Parliament ex- 
cept once in six years. That, of course, 
would practically be no Parliament at all. 

But it means even more than that. It 
means the death-notice of the Liberal party 
in Germany—the ruling party for the last 
twelve years, if any party there can be so 
called; the party that represents the most 
intelligent desire for freedom and parlia- 
mentary self-government; the party that 
had the control of the German Parliament 
ever since there was a German Parliament, 
and to which the unification of the Empire 
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and Vive-President of the Parliament, who 
were elected as Liberals, resigned their - 
seats, as they could neither agree with Bis- 
marck nor rally their own demoralized 
party. 

And what was the cause of all this? | 
Precisely the same hesitation, want of 
courage, poor leadership and surrender of | 
vital principles to executive power that | 
characterize the present attitude of the | 
leaders of the Democratic party in this 
country. As long as the Liberals repre- | 
sented the aspirations of the people of Ger- 
many and their demand for increased liber- 
ty and self-government, the party was 
powerful, and every contest with Bismarck 
or the executive made it only still stronger 
with the people.

Some weeks ago we ventured to make 
merry at the spelling of the words ‘‘catalog’’ 
and “‘bibliografy’’ in the Library Journal 
andin answerto our comments the ac- 
complished editor of the Journal sends us 
the following:

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The lack of consistency in the spelling of my 
name, deplored in your comments on my Li- 
brary Journal catalog and bibliografy hardly 
exists as you seem to think. 

I bay for years omitted *‘Le’’ from my first 
name, ‘*Melliville,’’ which is now perfectly 
fonetic. 
etic form ‘‘Dui’’ almost or quite asmuch as 
the traditional form ‘‘Dewey.’’ ‘‘Dui, Bos- 
ton,’’ has been and is my telegraf and cable 
address. Checks, drafts and other papers ar 
almest daily sent to me addréssed ‘*Dui’’ 
rather than ‘‘Dewey.’’ 

With these facts, may I add as my expe- 
rience that during the first week after [ dropt 
the useless tail to my first name, it looked 
strange and annoyiug as a misspelled word: 
for two or three weeks after that it was a mat- 
ter of indifference—one form lookt as well as 
the other.

After a month I found myself, with a feeling 
that has grown continually since, annoyed 
at seeing the ‘‘le’’ on the end of my name as 
I should have been to find a paper pinned to 
my coat. 

Alter these experiences it is casier for nie to 
adopt a few of the better spellings recom- 
mended by the scholars of this country and 
Europe. 
to-day than it did five or ten years ago, when 
most scholars gave a cold shoulder tothe re- 
form. To-day the best students of language, 


wisdom and necessity of a spelling reform. 
Perhaps I can best express their sentiments 
by quoting from the President of the Philo- 
logical Society, Henry Sweet, whose book was 
recently published by the Clarendorg Express, 
Oxford: 

‘*The idea, too, that because etymology 
is an amusing and instructive pursuit, it 
should therefore be dragged into practical 
orthography, is about as reasonable as it 
would be to insist on every one having Ma- 
caulay’s history of England permanently 
chained round his neck, because history is an 
improving study. 

‘*In conclusion it may be observed that it is 
mainly among the class of half-taught dab- 
lers ju philology that etymological spelling has 
found its supporters. All true philologists 
and philological bodies have uniformly de- 
nounced it as a monstrous absurdity, both 


view.’’ 

Even stronger language can be quoted if 
needed from the first professors of language 
at Oxford, Cambridge, Yale, Harvard, etc. 
The philological societies of this country and 
England, numbering several hundred and re- 
presenting the best English scholarship of the 
world, hay past votes unanimously sustaining 
these statements. 

I should be gratified to see the writer ofthe 
comments onmy simplified spelling under- 
take to teach a class of children, or foreign, 
freedinan, criminal! or other illiterate adults, 
to spell and pronounce this one sentence, 

‘‘Though the rough cough and hiccouch 
plough me through, 1 ought to cross the 
lough.’’ 

Eight words spelled alike and no two pro- 
nounced the same. If there is nothing in 
English spelling that needs simplifying, I am 
ready to abandon my part of the attempt, 
tho we have several hundred eminent names 
on our list of reformers.

The Obio Democratic Convention, which met 
in Columbus, Ohio, vesterday, nominated 
Thos. Ewing, of Fairfield, for Governor, on 
the second ballot. The other nominations 
were: Lieutenant-Governor, A. V. Rice, of 
Putnam; Treasurer, Anthony Howells, of 
Stark; Auditor, Chas. Reemelin, of Hamil- 
ton; Judge of Supreme Court, W. J. Gil- 
more, of Preble; Attorney-General, Isiaah 
Pillars, of Allen; Member of Board of Public 
Works, Patrick O’ Marah, of Cuyahoga.

GAMBETTA IN HIS NEW HOME. 


The Republican Leador’s Official Resi- 
dence Refitted for Him.

His Personal Characteristics--How His House- 
hold is Organized. 


[Correspondence of the New York Tribune. } 

PaRIs, May 16.—Gambetta’s journal, the 
Republique Francaise, has given, for some 
time, a very uncertain note. Yesterday it 
was for Blanqui and showed its teeth at the 
Cabinet. To-day it is altogether munisterial, 
and recommends the Chambers not to toss the 
Government over. From the Gambettist 
organ itis no longer easy to guess what line 
of action Gambetta pursues. My opinion is 
that the great orator is not sure himself how 
to set his sails. ‘The political wind in France 
often shifts round, and perhaps he is waiting 
for a breeze that will run along with the tide 
and currents of the waters in which he will 
have to navigate. Meanwhile he liesin a re- 
markably snug berth. While the speaker 


of the chamber was making an excursion in 
Italy and Switzerland, the Petit Bourbon was 
freshly fitted up by the official upholsterers. 
The green brocaded silk in the ante-rooms, 
the tone of which was crude and out of fash- 
ion, has been replaced on settees and arm- 
chairs, by stamped velvet of a°maroon shade. 
The blue drawing-room, near the Secretary’s 
office, in which the Duc de Morny used to re- 
ceive ladies, bas been restored. and is in ex- 
actly the same state in which it was sixteen 
years ago. New carpets, manufactured at 
Aubusson, have been laid down in the long 
suite of reception rooms on the ground floor, 
which are furnished in the Louis Quatorze 
style in gilt furniture, upffolstered with crim- 
son lLyons brocade. The taste in 
which they are fitted up seems to me ques- 
tionable. One room is exactly the same as 
the other in the State appartments, and the 
works of art,on which the eye might rest with 
pleasure werethey lower down, are contined to 
small allegorical paintings in a modern spirit, 
Im the room nearest to the gallery where De 
| Morny kept bis pictures and other works of 
art, Gambetta usually receives visitors in the 
day time.

With new acquaintances and official visitors he 
is as reserved as his exuberant nature will al- 
low him to be, and he keeps up before them a 
sufficient amount of state to remind them of 
his official elevation. Whenever a visitor of 
this eategory is granted an interview he 
is passed on from one set of servants 
to another, until he reaches the foot of 
There he handsacard to 
an usher in black silk stockings and trousers 
and wearing a sword at his side. This 
menial, who carries his weapon with the air 
of a fencing master, ascenas the stairs. An- 
other flunkey of similar height and build, and 
dressed ina corresponding suit, follows the 
stranger, who, when he gets'to the lobby, has 
to wait a few moments until the card he has 
produced is taken tothe Speaker. ‘The pres- 
ence chamber,.in which the greatest amount of 
state is kept up, is on the first floor, and 
separated by 9 snugly curtained and carpeted 
vestibule from Gambetta’s bed-room, which 
is in the end of the Presidential mansion 
nearest to the old Chamber of Deputies. 

Gambetta in receiving strangers is carefully 
dressed. His reception chamber upstairs is 
in crimson velvet, and painted overhead with 
allegorical figures representing spring and her 
attributes. by Bouguereau. This decoration is 
conceived in afresh, youthful spirit. As all 
the sitting-rooms at the Petit Bourbon face 
north and overlook the Seine, roaring fires are 
kept up in them independently of the hot air 
breathed into them from the brazen mouths of 
aheater. Great billets of oak wood burn on 
the wide hearths. Gambetta does not with 
daws, likely to repeat what he says to them, 
wear his heart on his sleeve. They have not 
the same consciousness of his superiority and 
of his redundant power, which an intimate 
friend never fails to come away with. 

Gambetta’s -household consists, to begin 
with, of ten men servants on board wages 
which are paid by the State. These domestics 
wear the green and gold liveries of the Em- 

yire. Some of them were appointed by the 

duke de Morny and the rest by his successor, 
M. Sehneider. There is one of them whose 
father entered the Presidential service at the 
Palais Bourbon in the second year of Louis 
Philippe’s reign. He is still alive, and I had 
on the oceasion of my last visit to Gambetta 
the advantage of a long chat with him, in 
which he related to me his historical souven- 
irs. The son asked him to take me 
over the Palais Bourbon and point out to me 
what was remarkable and of interest. Besides 
the ten who wear the green and gola liveries 
there are the two individuals in black who 
carry swords. Theintimate domesticity is 
composed of Francois, who attended table at 
the Chaussee d’Antinand ‘*valeted’’ Gam- 
betta, and his wife Francoise. They are both 
from Tours. where Gambetta fell in with them 
the year ofthewar. Madame Francoise has 
been so far the cook and chambermaid of her 
illustrious employer. But since his re- 
turn from Italy she has handed her apron to 
M. Tambour, the former chef of the Duc de 
Noailles. Two scullions will be employed to 
assist this important personage. His salary is 
fixed at $2,000 a year, and paid bv Gambetta. 
The carriage is driven by a brother of Fran- 
cois, who lives and boards at the Petit Bour- 
bon. He has been three years in the employ- 
ment of Gambetta, who rarely quarrels with 
his servants, and is an excellent master.

Sandrique, a lawyer, who was one of the 
intimes of the Rue Montaigne, and a prodi- 
gious favorite of Mile. Massabie, Gambetta’s 
aunt.

meals there hurriedly. Ever since the flood 
boarding-houses have existed and flourished, 

How boarding-houses ever grew into such 
repute this article will not endeavor to make 
clear; neither will it undertake to explain 
away the paradoxical association of disgust 
that is attached to them by the world at 
large. In St. Louisthere are something like 

5,000 boarding-houses, and a_ stranger 
from the rural districts, wandering through 
the central portions of the city, can easily be 
persuaded to believe that running a hashery is 
the principal ambition and aim of the deni- 
zens of the Future Great. On every hand 
signs are swung which bear the legend of 
‘*Board by the day or week;’’ and on a ma- 
jority of the door casings, either printed or 


written cards announce the fact 
that board may he obtained 
within. Through stern necessity, it has been 


the fate of a POST-DISPATCH reporter to pass 
several years under the roofs of ordinary 
boarding-houses, and, though the ordcal has 
been most painful and nerve-racking, and has 
broken down an iron constitution, much val- 
able information has been gained. Boarding- 
houses may be divided into three classes, 
but as the medium class predominates, it 
must be paid more than a passing thought. 

Board ata medium or second class board- 
ing house may be obtained with room at five 
dollars a week, payable in advance. The 
house is generally a fair-looking one, in most 
as a private 
residence, and the card of ‘‘*board’’ 
looks sadly out of place on _ its 
door. It is nearly always presided over by a 
widow of mature years, who greets the board- 
seeker with a motherly smile which, on first 
acguaintance, smacks of home. She is pro- 
fuse in the praise of her housc, takes the new 
arrival into her best room, which is held up.as 
& sample, praises the location, the 
guict of the surroundings, the proxim- 
ity of street car lines, and not forgetting to 
mention the splendid lot of young 
ladies and gentlemen who are under her roof, 
some of whom are sure to be, to her, local 
personages. ‘There is also in most instances a 
eracked pianoin the parlor, several chromo 
daubs mm tinsel frames, an alvum containing 
the picture of her dear departed, several 
members of the family, a general or two, and 
an autograph album. There may be a daught- 
er about thé house, but at any rate there 
wiii be found a couple of mangy 
rat-terrier dogs, which hang at the feet of the 
bostess, and snap and snarl at every one else. 
A wecek’s board paid, the new guest is escort- 
ed to a room, and there left to await the din- 
ner hour. In all likelihood the room is occu- 
pied by another individual,whom the madame 
vouchsafes is the nicest, quietest person she 
ever had in her house, and which always turns 
out just the reverse. 

A few chromos adorn the walls of this 
room in question. There is a washstand, 
small pitcher, bowl, and equally small towel, 
and on a hanging shelf afew old books and 
panyphiets. The remaining furniture of the 
revm comprises a bed outwardly fair, a couple 
of chairs, antique bureau or wardrobe, anda 
warpet of at least two or three different pat- 
terns. The windows are kept down, the 
curtains or blinds, as the case may be, partly 
(irawn, and a miasmatic odor prevails. The 
dinner hour arrives, a shaky beH announces 
that fact. and the landlady escorts one down 
to the dining room, where the remainder of 
the guests have assembled. Adjusting a 
vacant chair, she catches the new arrival’s eye 
and rapidlv says: ‘*‘Mr. Biank, allow 
me to introduce you to Mr. 
Jones, Mr. Robinson, Mr. Smith, 
Mr. Brown, Miss Whitc, Mrs. Johnson and 
Miss Black,’”’ never once dropping her gaze 
and leaving the fresh arrival to bow confused- 
ly to the table without knowing who is who. 
Vegetable soup red-hot is at once served by a 
frowsy-headed blonde servant girl fresh from 
the kitchen, and the meal begins. The way 
the boarders swallow that soup is a caution. 
Enough noise is made in the operation 
to destroy one’s‘appetite and then the napkins, 
which always do three days’ service before 
going to the wash. are brought 
tion. Jones, who has finished his plate first 
and is casting wistful glances at that of his 
neighbor, which is rapidly disappearing, is ac- 
costed by the hostess with: ‘*You don’t-care 


about any more soup to-day, 
do you, Mr. Jones?’’ It is said 
in such a painful. half-fearful 


tone that Mr. Jones, who is a gentleman in 
reduced circumstances, gives utterances toa 
long drawn,!doubtful ‘*N-no.’’ ana the good 
lady, greatly relieved by his answer, assists 
him to the meat, which cost her eight or ten 
cents per pound atthe nearest market. The 
table is well supplied with food, such as it is, 
and the silence of a first meal 
is seldom disturbed except by the 
wistful whine of the terrier dogs, who single 
out the new boarder. Breakfast 1n this class 
of houses is always miserable, supper but 
little better, and amends are made for all of 
the week’s deficit by the 4 o*clock Sunday 
dinners, on which occasions roast spring 
chicken (warranted to spring one’s jaw) is al- 
ways served. 

At a first-class boarding-house, the 
rate of board will average 

7 to $10 per week, and is, as well as the ac- 
commodations, a trifle better than that of the 
class just described. Servants are in attend- 
ance, silver forks are at every plate, napkins 
at every meal, and the guests are not so nu- 
merous. A greater number of dishes are 
served, and the general appearance of the 
house is that of a quiet; respectable hotel. 

From $350 to $4 per week is the 
rate of board at a third  clags 
house, and all ceremonies are dispensed with. 
They are conducted on the ‘‘take your 
ehoice,*’ ‘‘first ceme first served’’ plan, 
and the dishes are few in number, though 
heavily laden.The cooking 1s nonce of the best, 
but almost as good as that of the second-class 
houses, and no attention is paid a°guest what- 
ever. The rooms are small. illy ventilated, 
pretty well stocked with dirt, bugs and 
roaches, and are treated to a dusting and 
sweeping only on Sundays and national holi- 
days. 

All in all boarding-houses are necessities and 
must not be considered as luxuries. The dry 
goods clerk and laborers of all avocations are 
obliged to live, and as they cannot afford to 
putup ata hotel they are compelled to turn 
their pstronge to a boarding-house. The 
salary they receive for their labor can command 
nothing but frugal food and habitations.

The Verdict in the Sanders 


Murder Case. 


He is Sentenced to Ten Years in 
the Penitentiary. 


Other Criminal News and Notes. 


The Sanders Murder Trial. 

The Criminal Court-room was crowded yes- 
terday afternoon with an audience made up 
mainly of the legal fraternity, who had as- 
sembled to hear the veteran attorney, Mr. 
James J. McBride. address the jury ino 
behalf of his client, Joseph 
Sanders, charged with the murder of 
Charies Breitenstein. But little has been 
said about the murder during the progress of 
the trial for the reason that the evidence has 
been long and tedious and the 
trial, which has lasted little over a week, 
has been twice interrupted inits progress, 
once by the sudden indisposition of a jury- 
man and once by the death ofa near relative 
of one of the twelve. The circumstances sur- 
rounding the case were interesting, while the 
evidence elicited by both sides of the question 
was conflicting. 

SANDERS CLAIMED 
that on the 25th day of July, 1878, he went 
into the saloon No. 2317 Franklin avenue, 
presided over by William Born. He and the 
roprietor of the saloon, together with an 
individual named Ruhwedel, began Ee. 
ing pool, and had almost completed 
what they had agreed was to 
be the last game, when Charles 
Breitenstein entered. He was a heavy-built 
man, While Sanders was almost womanly in 
stature. ‘The two had quarreled the day be- 
fore, Sanders claiming that upon this occasion 
Breitenstein had given him a terrible beating. 
For this reason, when the latter entered 
Born’s place, at the time above-mentioned, 
and spoke to Sanders, the latter refused to 
take notice of the words that fell from the lips 
of his antagonist of the night before, but 
walked to the saloon counter 


and called

answer was received stating that Collins was 
an old man at the business, having served 
three termsin that institution.

Ispoketo Krieger, 
Jr., aboutthe matter about the 15th of Muy 
last, and he stated that the directors were 
fully cognizant of his transactions. 

Q.—Did you cver, at any time, talk with 
Krieger, Sr., about Goldsoll’'s transactions? 
A.—I did not, nor to any of the directors. 

Q.—What books did Mr. Miller keep, the 
bookkceper whom you spoke to of this matter? 
A .—He kept the exchange book. 

Q.—Did you ever notice anything in Gold-

The latter, according to 
Sanders, so soon as he received the blow 
went down in his hip pocket as if, Sanders 
thought, todrawa knife. Before he could 
withdraw his handfrom his pocket. Sanders 
bad leveled his revolver and shot Breitenstein 
down. *“*It was the clearest case of 
killing in self-defense thatI ever saw in my 
whole thirty years’ practice,’’ said Mr. Me- 
Bride yesterday while delivering his masterly 
effort on behalf of the prisoner.

Jones. 


A Long and Important Deposi- 
tion. 


The depesitions in the Jones-Grand Jury 
trouble were resuined this morning before Mr 
Wieder. all 


Mr. Stephen Myers:, being duly sworn, testi- 


Y sed as follows, on examination by Mr. Turner: 


My nameis Stephen Myers; am a merchant 
at 619-621 Murket street; have been there 
about seven anda half years: have lived in St. 
[cuis twenty-nine or thirty yeurs. I am ac- 
guainted with W. C. Jones, luie Judge of the 
Criminal Court; was in business with him fzom 
1665 to 1867. The cause of the dissolution of 
paitnership was that Il discovered that Jones 
had been collecting money without giving 
creditto the parties paying or charging him- 
self. There was about $1,500 or $1,600 unac- 
counted for. As soun as 1 saw him after! 
lesrned of these facts | told him our partner 
ship must cease. Ile a *juiesced. I 
proposed that we BO through 
the affairs of the partnership. 
I made out alist of the partics who held Mr. 
Jon@s’ receipts. Under various explanations he 
lessened the amount of the discrepancy to 
$800. with which he charged himself on the 
books of Jones & Myers. There were about 
er over twenty of these accounts. fle told me 
nothing avout these collections till I discovered 
the matter. Hie made no excuse 
that he had forgotten to enter them. The 
metter was settled by our having the shop 
vaiued, which cameto about $950, Hie was 
credited with all that could be given to him. 
There was stilla balance of $165, tor which 
he gzuve me bis dus vill, which 
has never been paid. In the 
fall of 1869, two vears aiter 
the dissolution of the firm, Chas. GU. Moreau
